Ralph Meurello, 
Agawam’s Hockey pilot 
from 1968-1971 has been 
appointed by the school 
committee, in an April 29 
meeting, as Russ Ramah’s 
successor for the 1975-76 
season. 

Meurello, an industrial 
arts teacher at the high 
school since 1965, resigned 
his coaching position in 
favor of Russ Ramah at the 
end of the 1971 session. 

Ramah resignation was 
announced at the Hockey 
Banquet last March 16. 
Meurello was selected from 
sixteen applicants. 

During his three year stay 
of coaching high school 
hockey, Meurello’s charges 
posted a pair oi Division 11 
championships. 

Upon leaving as hockey 
coach in 1971 Meurello 
became an assistant hockey 
coach at Longmeadow high 
school until the completion 
of the 1974-75 winter cam¬ 
paign. 

Meurello told the Agawam 
Citizen he is “delighted” 
with the appointment. “I 
knew I was up against some 
stiff competition for the 
job,” “I think this is going to 


be a challenge especially 
since we play in the Berry 
Division now,” Meurello 
said. 

Superintendent of Schools, 
Dr. Robert Gardner thinks 
Meurello is a fine choice for 
the position and lauded the 
new coach on his interview 
with the school committee. 

“I have never seen 
anyone present his case as 
well as Ralph Meurello did to 
the School Committee,’ Dr. 
Gardner said. “1 am sure he 
will do a very commendable 
job as coach.”

But 
there is a need for more 
comprehensive health 
education programs, and 


The Western 
Massachusetts Lung 
Association has started a 
direct mail campaign to 
gather funds to help support 
their work with local em¬ 
physema detection 
programs and public and 
medical education 
programs. 

Emphysema is on the 
increase, and with more 
than a million and a half 
Americans suffering from 
this lung crippler, it is now 
the third leading cause of 
Social Security disability 
benefits. 

Robert W. Turner, 
Executive Director of the 
local Lung Association, 
explained that emphysema 
often is a late effect of 
chronic infection or 
irritation of the bronchial 
tubes, the passageways to 
the lungs. When this 
irritation occurs for long 
periods of time, the small air 
sacs, or alveoli, in the lungs 
may become enlarged and 
eventually tear, thus making 
the lungs less efficient in 
exchanging oxygen for 
carbon dioxide. 

“Not only is there 
breathing difficulty, but also 
there is a great strain placed 
on the heart due to the 
decrease in oxygen rich 
blood,” Turner added. 

He cautioned that short¬ 
ness of breath and a cough 
that hangs on can be two 
sypmptoms of emphysema 
and should be brought to a 
physician’s attention. 

Turner mentioned that 
about 90 per cent, of the 
people with this lung 
disease, have smoked more 
than 20 cigarettes a day for 
many years. And, air 
pollutants in the community 
air supply and work en¬ 
vironment can cause 
irritation that may lead to 
emphysema. 

Avoiding those potentially 
dangerous habits and con¬ 
ditions, and the treatment of 
bronchial infections are the 
best prevention for em¬ 
physema. Funds received 
during the emphysema drive 
will allow the Western Mass. 
Lung Association to further 
expand its activities in these 
areas of concern, Turner- 
said. 

Planned program ac¬ 
tivities for the year also 
include starting em¬ 
physema-rep iratory patient 
clubs in a number of com¬ 
munities, continuing in 
service education programs 
for hospital respiratory 
medical personnel, and 
education programs for 
those who work in home 
helath care.

The appointment of Robert 
E. Barrett as Massachusetts 
nuclear project officer for 
Northeast Utilities was 
announced today by Lelan F. 
Sillin, Jr., the utility’s 
chairman and president. 

Barrett retired last year 
as president of Western 
Mass. Electric Company and 
Holyoke Water Power 
Company, both subsidiaries 
of Northeast Utilities. 

In his new role, Barrett 
will assume corporate 
responsibility for all ac¬ 
tivities within the com¬ 
monwealth of Massachusetts 
associated with Northeast 


Utilities, proposed Montague 
nuclear project. He will 
report to Donald C. Switzer, 
Northeast Utilities’ 
executive vice president, 
engineering and operations. 
His duties will include 
maintaining liaison with the 
town of Montague, Franklin 
County, and the com¬ 
monwealth of Massachusetts 
on all issues involving the 
planned two-unit nuclear 
project. 

Earlier this year, Nor¬ 
theast Utilities announced a 
deferral of up to four years 
(to 1986-1988) in completion 
of the proposed 2.3 million- 
kilowatt nuclear installation. 


“We have delayed these 
units because of a lower than 
anticipated load growth rate 
and our need to minimize the 
revenue requirements from 
consumers in the years 
immediately ahead,” said 
Mr. Sillin. “However,” he 
added, “the appointment of 
Mr. Barrett to this key 
position comfirms our 
commitment to continue 
with the licensing schedule 
for the plant so that if load 
growth occurs at a more 
rapid rate than anticipated 
in our present forecast, the 
Montague units could be 
accelerated from the 
postponed in-service dates.” 


The Northeast Utilities’ 
chief executive also noted 
that Barrett expects to open 
a project office in the 
Montague area shortly. 

Public hearings on en¬ 
vironmental and safety 
aspects relating to the 
Montague plant are ex¬ 
pected to be held before the 
U.S. Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission’s Atomic Safety 
and Licensing Board in 
early 1976. 

Barrett joined the Holyoke 
Water Power Company in 
1930 upon graduation from 
Harvard College with a 


bachelor of science degree in 
electrical engineering. He 
became president of the 
company in 1945. In 1968, he 
also assumed the presidency 
of Western Mass. Electric 
Company. He retired from 
both posts in May, 1974. 
Since that time, he has acted 
as a consultant to Northeast 
Utilities on the planning of 
the Montague project. 

Barrett is past president of 
the Electric Council of New 
England; a director of TNB 
Financial Corporation, 
Springfield, Massachusetts; 
the Berkshire Life Insurance 
Company, Pittsfield, 


Massachusetts; and The 
Hanover Insurance Com¬ 
pany of Worcester, 
Massachusetts. He is a 
trustee of the Community 
Savings Bank, Holyoke, 
Massachusetts, and of 
Mount Holyoke College, 
South Hadley, 
Massachusetts. He has also 
served as president of the 
Greater Springfield 
Chamber of Commerce and 
is a member of the 
Massachusetts Board of 
Higher Education. 

Barrett and his wife, 
Edeltraut, live at 92 
Wood bridge Street, South 
Hadley.

RED CROSS SUGGESTS SAFETY ANGLES 
FOR ANGLERS

When casting, anglers should make certain 
there is room to do so without hooking some¬ 
one else. Always look before casting and use 
an overhead cast while in a boat with others. 
If you go on a fishing trip alone, leave word 
where you will be and when you plan to re¬ 
turn. However, it is much safer to fish with 
a companion. 

Stay away from water where there are swim¬ 
mers, water skiers, and skin and scuba divers. 
Along the shore, wade cautiously to avoid 
slipping on hidden rocks or stepping unex¬ 
pectedly into deep water. 

Learn how to hold a fish properly while ex¬ 
tracting a hook. Many species of fish have 
sharp teeth or fins that can cause painful 
hand wounds. 

If you snag yourself deeply with a hook, 
cut off the line, bandage the wound, and go 
immediately to the nearest doctor or hos¬ 
pital. Don’t risk further injury trying to re¬ 
move a deeply imbedded hook. 

When fishing in channels or rivers, never 
tie your boat to channel buoys, which are 
traffic markers and must be kept clear. 
Never stand up in a boat while fishing, and 
always have a properly approved personal 
flotation device for every person. 

While fishing from the bank in snake-in¬ 
fested country, watch where yotr step and 
sit and what you touch. Wear high boots, 
because most snake bites are below the 
midcalf.

That time is here again, so the American Red 
Cross is offering suggestions to keep fishermen 
from hooking themselves and others, or suffer¬ 
ing more tragic, accidents, as they wade into the 
fishing season. 

To help prevent drownings and other accidents 
among the nation’s amateur Izaak Waltons, the 
Red Cross recommends these pointers: 

1. All fishermen should know how to swim, 
know how to give first aid, and remember 
to carry a first aid kit with them on fishing 
trips. 

2. Fishing enthusiasts should listen to weather 
forecasts and not go on the water when 
threatening weather is forecast. 

3. Fishhooks can catch anglers as well as fish, 
•so fishermen should carry needlenose pliers, 
wire cutters, and a pocketknife in tackle 
boxes. Always keep hooks in covered con¬ 
tainers.

O'Neill Wants 
Community 

Funds For 

iisssi 

Lt. Governor Tom O’Neill 
met with Federal housing 
officials in Washington 
recently in an effort to save 
$2.69 million in threatened 
community development 
funds for Massachusetts. 

The Department of 
Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD) 
decided last month to divert 
discretionary funds from 
smaller metropolitan 
communities to so-called 
“urban counties.” HUD cut 
back funds for Massa¬ 
chusetts from $4 million to 
$1.31 million. 

O’Neill said “the fact that 
funds intended for smaller 
communities were given to 
so-called urban counties is 
especially unfair to 
Massachusetts because we 
have no urban counties at all 
according to HUD 
definitions — and thus can’t 
get any of this money.” 

He said Massachusetts 
will pressure Congress for a 
supplemental appropriation 
to restore at least part of the 
funds. 

O’Neill met with David 
Meeker. HUD assistant 
secretary for community 
planning and development, 
and suggested HUD restore 
the $2.69 million cut by 
diverting it from other 
programs. 

O’Neill will meet shortly 
with Massachusetts 
Congressman Edward 
Boland, chairman of the 
appropriations sub¬ 
committee which oversees 
housing funds, to encourage 
legislative action to restore 
the funds. 

“I think there’s a strong 
sentiment- in Congress to 
block Ford Administration 
attempts to cut back on 
urban development funds,” 
O’Neill said. 

His trip to Washington 
followed recent discussions 
about the cutback with a 
number of local individuals 
and groups, including the 
Massachusetts League of 
Cities and Towns, the 
Department of Community 
Affairs, and representatives 
of the stale’s Congressional 
delegation.
